: Rio DE JANEIRO, November 19.—Emperor 
Dom Pedro has made the following reply to 
the communication of the new government in- 
forming him of his deposition: 
_ §Jn.view of the address handed me on the 17th 
tnstant at $ o'clock p. m., I resolve to submit to the 
nd ofcircumstances, to leave with ail my 
family for Europe tomorrow, leaving this beloved 
ountry, which I have tried to give firm testimony 
aifectionate love and my devotion during 
halfa century aschief of state. I will al- 
ways have kindly remembrances of Brazil and 
hopes of her prosperity. 
| THE PROVISIONAL GOVERNMENT. 
Adhesion to the new order of things con- 
‘tinues. Candido Oliveira is still a prisoner. 
‘The king of Portugal has offered Emperor 
Pedro the use of his palace at Lisbon. 
‘The funeral ceremony in honor of King Luis 
has been postponed. 
. Senhor Campos Salles, the new minister of 
jastice, who has been absent, has arrived in 
this city. He was received with enthusiasm. 
The provisional government delivered to the 
@mperor a draft for five hundred contos, to en- 
able him to live well and independently 
of the donation already mentioned. The 
ginister of justice bas taken possession of 
his department, having declared before the 
president and the ministers of the supreme 
bench, his adhesion to the new order o: things. 
Like declarations have been made by all the 
generals and magistrates. The national guard 
and most of the prominent public men in all 
the. provinces are in accord with the present 
course. of events.

THE GOVERNMENT'S MANIFESTO. 
The manifesto of the republican government 
of Brazil is as follows: 
Felluw citizens: The people, army and navy and 
provinces have now decreed the fall of the :mperial

dynasty end suppression of monarchial system. 


This patriotic revolution has been followed by the 
formation of a provincional government whose first 
mission is to guarantee order, liberty and the rights 
ofcitizens. The formation of this government until 
a definite government has been named, has been 
made with {ull regard to the most competent ma- 
tetial. The government is simply composed of 
temporary agents who will govern and maintain 
peace, liberty, fraternity and order. The attributes 
and extraordinary.faeulties invested are for defense 
and integrity of country, and for the preservas 
tion of public order. The provisional governmen 
promises to use all the means in its power to guard 
the security of lifeand property toall inhabitants o 
Brazil, native and foreign, and respect for individ- 
ual political opinions, excepting exigent modifica- 
tionsnecessary for the good of the country. The 
army and nayy, ordinary functions of the depart- 
ment of justice, and civil and military adminis- 
trations will continue under their existing organi- 
zations and respect for those holding positions will 
be maintained. The senate and state council are 
abolished, and the chamber of deputies is dissolved 
The provisional government recogrrizes and acy 
knowledges all national compromises under the 
late government and all agreements with foreign 
powers. The public debt, internal and external, 
will be respected; also all existing contracts and 
ebligations legally mace. DEODORO FONSECA, 
Chief of Provisional Government, 
Dom Pedro’s Departure Aunounced. 
-Lonpon, November 19.—A dispatch from 
Rio de Janiero this morning state that Senor 
Da Fonseea, president of the new ministry, 
has formally announced the departure of Dom 
Pedro for Lisbon. Senor Da Fonseca also 
adnounces that he will continue to exercise su- 
preme executive authority until the country 
shall lave definitely decided upon the new 
government. Meanwhile, the ordinary func- 
tions of the administration will continue as 
under the old regime. 

The dispatches of yesterday had a reassur- 
ing effect in financial circles. Brazilian se- 
curities on the London stock exchange today 
recovered much of the ground lost yesterday, 
and are quoted from two to three points 
higher than last night’s closing prices. The 
feeling prevails that the change of government 
will not injuriously affect Brazilian financial 
obligations. 

A dispatch to the News from Madrid 
Says that Spain will postpone the _ re- 
Cognition of the Brazilian republic 
until! other powers recognize it. A dispatch to 
the Chronicle says that the vatican has in- 
structed the papal nuncio at Rio Janiero to see 
that the Brazilian clergy abstain from politics.

THE MARINE CONGRESS, 
New Amendments of Vital Interest to Mar- 
iners. 

WasHiIncton, November 19.—The amend- 
ment proposed by the delegates from Great 
Britain, providing that in clear weather, no 
vessel shall attempt to cross the bows of the 
leaders of any squadron ships of war, in regu- 
lar formation, nor to pass through the lines of 
such a ot yrnaetsn but that nothing shall excuse 
a ship of war from doing her best to avoid a 
collision, was next considered. It gave rise to 
some discussion, which was participated in by 
Mr. Hall; Admiral Bowden Smith, Captain 
Richard, Delegates Goodrich, Sampson, Shack- 
ford and others. Several amendments were 
offered to the amendment, modifying it 
in some respects, and it was adopted 
by a vote of ‘fourteen to five. The 
amendment, as finally agreed upon, 
provides as follows: “In clear weather at sea 
no vessel shall attempt to cross the bows of 
the leaders of any squadron of three or more 
ships of war in regular. formation, nor unnec 
essarily to pass through the lines of such a 
squadron.”’ 

The amendment offered by Captain Nor- 
cross, of the United States, to article 4, and 
adopted, makes that article now provide that 
steam vessel towing shall, in additon to side 
lights, carry two bright white lights in a ver- 
tical line, one over the other, not less than six 
feet apart, and when towing more than one 
vessel, shall carry additional bright white 
lights six feet above or below such lights. 

The amendment offered by the delegates 
froin Great Britain, inserting the words ‘‘col- 
lision or other,’’ in ariicle 23, was adopted. 
That article now provides that in obeying and 
construing these rules, due regard shall be had 
to the dangers of navigation,and to any special 
circumstauces which may render the departure 
from the rules necessary in order to avoid an 
immediate collision or other danger. 

After recess the report of the committee on 
lights forsmall craft was taken up and adopted. 
This report provides in addition to lights al- 
ready used, for certain additional lights 
for pilot vessels, lights for vessels 
under steam of less than forty tons, 
gross tonnage when under way, and 
lights for vessels engaged in trawl fishing. On 
motion of delegates from the Netherlands an 
amendment was adopted to the articles relat- 
ing to lights for small craft, providing that 
nothing contained in these articles concerning 
lights to be carried and shown by fishing ves- 
sels and boats when actually engaged in fish-- 
ing, shall prevent the government of any mari- 
time country from making any other regula- 
tions for vessels actually engaged in fishing in 
the territorial waters of ary such state, nor 
shall it prevent two or more maritime states, 
bordering on common fishing grounds, from 
mutually agreeing upon the right and signal 
regulations to govern their subjects in the 
common waters. 
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THE SOUTHERN NAVY YARD 


To be Located at Algiers, La.—The Commis- 
sion Reports. 

WASHINGTON, November 19.—The commis- 
sion appointed by Secretary Whitney last Jan- 
uary, pursuant to an act of congress, *‘to report 
as to the most desirable location on or near the 
coast of the Gulf of Mexico and the south At- 
lantic coast, for navy yards and dry docks,”’ 
has made its report to Secretary Tracy. The 
commission visited and examined the follow- 
ing Sites, the advantages and disadvantages of 
which are set forth in detail: Port Royal, 8S. 
C.; Savannah, Ga.; Brunswick, Ga.; Sapelo 
sound, Ga.; Key West, Fla.; Tampa bay 
and Pensacola bay, Fla.; Mobile bay and 
Mount Vernon, Ala., Biloxi, Miss., and New 
Orleans, La® The conclusions of the commis- 
sion are as follows: ‘‘After carefully weighing 
all advantages and disadvantages of Algiers as 
a site for the naval station, the commission is 
of the opinion that while the spot is not an 
ideal one, no other place on the gulf compares 
with it in the advantages offered, and that the 
advantages are so nany and so great, and out- 
weigh the disadvantages to suchan extent 
that the commission has_no hesitation in rec 
ommending the location of the navy yard and 
dry docks at the present government reserva- 
tion at Algiers, : 

The site selected is situated opposit> the 
lower end of New Orleans and embraces the 
government reservation of 384 feet front on 
the river by 2,380 feet deep. Additional 
ground would have to he purchased, but this, 
the commission says, can be seectiréd at a 
reasonable price. ‘The dry dock here, it is es- 
timated, will cost $840,000 and require three 
years for its construction. As to Port Royal, 
the commission recommends the establishinent 
of a dry dock, depot of naval supplies, and 
coaling station on Paris island at the site of 
the present naval station. An estimate, ac- 
companying the report, fixes the cost of a 
timber.dry dock, similar to those now being 
built for the government, at $675,000, to be 
completed in three years. 


“' CITIES SUBMERGED. 


A Continuous Rain of Three Days Plays 
Blavoc in Many Localities. 

New York, November 19.—The reports re- 
ceived from this state and Pennsylvania show 
that it hag been raining continuously for three 
days, that the rivers and streams are high and 
that considerabie damage has been done to 
property, though, fertunately, the loss of life 
issmall. The houses in the lower part of 
Elmira are flooded. One.man there has been 
drowned. A-train on the Tioga railroad was 


wrecked, but all men escaped unhart except. 


the-engincer, whose leg was broken. There 
are a nuurber of wash-outs. many 
bridges gone, and through travel over 
the Erie, Lehigh VaNey, and Northern Cen-

The Old Dominion Kepublican League, of 
Virginia, to be Prosecuted. 

WASHINGTON, November 19.—The civil ser- 
vice commission, it is understood, has laid 
before the president its findings and recom- 
mendations tn the case of the offenders of the 
‘Old Dominion Republican league,” of Vir- 
ginia, who are charged with sending to gov- 
ernment employes residing in Virginia, just 
prior to the late election, and in violation of 
the civil service law, circular letters-soliciting 
contributions for campaign purposes. While 
the commissioners are reticent upon the sub- 
ject, it is believed that the commission is con- 
fident of having made out prima facie evidence 
against the accused,and that they have recom- 
mended to the president their prosecution. 
The circular, it is understood, was signed by 
C. A. Newton, president, and Brook E. Smith, 
secretary. Upon the letterhead appeared the 
printed names of the officers, some of whom 
are now in the employ of the government. 
What action the president will take, if any, is 
not known.

William Mulcahy was the next witness. He 
testified he had known O’Sullivan since April 
4. He was not a member of the Clan-na-Gael. 
The witness testified that he had heard the 
conversation between old man Carlson and 
O’Sallivan about the tenants of Carlson cot- 
tage. Carlson testified that O’Sullivan said 
he knew them, and that they were all right. 
This witness testified that O’Sullivan said he 
knew none of them. On cross-examination 
the witness said O’Sullivan was not out of the 
house after nee, and that he went to bed 
about 9 o’clock. Men who were out came in at 
about 10 o’clock. 

The state’s attorney endeavored to elicit 
from the. witness the statement that in his evi- 
dence before the coroner’s jury he had stated 
that he did not hear the conversation between 
O’Sullivan and the elder Carlson, but the wit- 
hess persisted that he never so testified. Then 
the cross-examination took a sensational turn, 
the evident intention being to direct suspicion 
towards the witness as the man who drove the 
white horse which drew Dr. Cronin to his 
death. The witness, however, denied 
that he had ever worn a_ beard 
similar to that of the man who ‘was 
identitied as having driven the buggy. Thomas 
Whalen, cousin of Patrick O*Sullivan’s, was 
the next witness. O’Sullivan lived at his 
house. He testified that O’Sullivan, at about 
quarter to nine, Saturday, May 5th, went to 


‘“*Was there anything tocall your attention 
to that?’ asked the lawyer. 

‘My little girl halloed at them. She was.in 
the rocking chair, and he started and came 
back and kissed my little girl. I went to bed 
about half an hour after O’Sullivan.”’ 

Witness was then subjected toa long cross- 
examination, after which the court adjourned. 

Jacob Shnur, trunkmaker, testified that the 
trunk which is supposed to have contained Dr.

He had been 
in Nashville inspecting street railway proper- 
ties, and was invited to come here and look 
over the situation. After making a thorough 
examinations of the Union company’s property 
he decided to make the purchase, and yester- 
da®papers were signed. Mr. Hunter left last 
night for New York, where he goes, it is un- 
derstood, to have the sale confirmed by his as- 
sociates in the purchase. 

THE GENTLEMEN WHO SELL. 

Figuring upon $800,000 as tne price paid for 
the property, the gentlemen who sell have 
made anice profit. Street railroad experts, 
who have examined the charters of the differ- 
ent lines making up this company, say 
that the franchise of two lines alone 
is easily worth a million dollars. The Peach- 
tree and Whitehall lines are said to be worth 
that amount. 

From the best information it was possible to 
obtain, Mr. Hunter aud his associates will pay 
about $800,000, though several gentlemen who 
spoke of the transaction put it at a lower figure. 
The present company took charge on the first 
of May last, paying about $550,000 for the 
property.

A STRIKE DEPRECATED. 


HE KNIGHTS ADOPT CONSERYVA 
TIVE RESOLUTIONS, . 


The Eight Hour Law Discussed—A Plan 
Suggested by a Manufacturer Recom- 
mended. 


The Knights of Labor refuse to sanction a 
reneral strike on the first of May, 1890. 

Mr. Powderly and his executive board are 
eager for the passage of a law making eight 
hours a day’s work, but they think that a gen- 
eral strike would bring misery on thousands of 
workingmen and would probably not attain the 
desired object after all. 

Yesterday's Work. 
The eight hour Jaw was made the special or- 
der of business by the convention yesterday 
“morning. The matter was discussed from 
every standpoint, and though the debate was 
at times heated, the clear heads of the conserv- 
ative delegates held all radical measures in 
check and prevented any action being taken 
which might lead the members of the order 


into trouble. 

_ The Knights of Labor have always been in 
favor of reducing a day’s labor to eight hours, 
Mr. Powderly has frequently requested the 
general assembly to consider the matter and 
give expression to their views as to the best 
method of putting the scheme into operation. 

A MANUFACTURER’S PLAN. 

During the convention, which was held at 
Cleveland in 1886, Mr. Morton, an extensive 
manufacturer of Chicago, appeared before the 
general assembly and suggested a plan for 
gradually reducing the hours of work. His 
plan was to lessen the hours of labor a half 
hou? each year until the eight hour standard 
was reached. No decided action was taken, 
but the assembly was much impressed with 
the wisdom of the priicy. 

At that time the order was inthe midst of 
the great boom, and it was impossible to have 
action taken on any practical matters. 
At this time also the American Federation 
of Trades had been agitating a general strike 
for eight hours, and they had appointed the 
first of May, 1885, as the day on which every 
laborer should quit work unless the demand 
for eight hours was cranted. 

A report was industriously circulated that 
the Knights of Labor indorsed the movement, 
and many assemblies believing they were 
obeying the commands of the order in doing 
80, Went ona strike, and some went so far as to 
appeal to the executive board for financial 
assistance. 

Out of this agitation grew the anarchist 
riots, which terminated in the Haymarket 
tragedy and later in the execution of the bomb 
throwers. 

Mr. Powderly was forced to issue circulars 
stating that neither the general assembly or 
genera! officers had ordered any strike or were 
in any way responsible for it. For this the 
trades union have repeatedly denounced the 
general master workman for having, as they 
putit, thrown cold water on the eight-hour 
movement. Recent events have demonstrated 
the wisdom of the policy persued by Mr. Pow- 
derly and the folly of those who precipitated 
the strike without the faintest shadow of pre 


paration. 

The American Federation of Trades never 
met agam. ‘The leaders, however, organized 
a similar union which they named the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor. This body met last 
December and according to their official re- 
port “amid tumultuous cheers and enthusiastic 
app ause adopted a motion to fix the date for 
the inauguration of the eight-hour workday 
on May 1, 1890.’’ The motion was passed by a 
vote of 58 yeas to 5 nays. 

Last June the general executive board of 
the Knights of Labor issued a circular asking 
all the assemblies of the order to discuss the 
shorter hour question with a view of instruct- 
ing their delegates so they might act intelli- 
gentiy at this assembly. 

The American Federation of Labor re 
quested the executive board of the knights to 
co-operate with them in their movement. 
They were informed that while the board was 
willing to listen to any proposals that might 
be made to them, they were not invested with 
the power to commit the order toany definite 
action. Mr. Gompers, president of the Amer- 
ican federation of labor, agreed that he 
would send to the general executive board, in 
time for presentation at this convention, a 
statement of his plans with a view of obtain- 
ing harimonious action. 

As the result of the discussion going on in the 
order which was caused by Mr. Powderly’s 
circular,a large number of documents, tomether 
with Mr. Gomper’s letteronthe eight hour 
movement were submitted to the assembly and 
were referred to the committee on the state of 
the order. The committee handed in their 
report yesterday. 

CORPORATION REQUESTED. 

Mr. Gomper’s letter was a volumnious one. 
He spoke of the advantages which would be 
@erived by shortening the hours of labor. He 
told of the mass meetings which have been 
held throughout the country to agitate the sub- 

t. He said it wasthe plan of the federa- 
tion of labor to secure a substantial reduction 
fn the hours of labor of all those whose daily 
toil is inordinately long, and he claimed that 
at present it would be impossible to 
say what action would be _ necessary 
to secure the eight hour work day. Some 
people he said thought the employers will con- 
cede the demands, They might possibly do 
go, but he feared the manufacturers would not 
manifestsuch good judgmentand a conces- 
sion of work might be necessary. He said his 
men did not wish to strike but would do so to 
secure theirdemand. He then appealed to 
the Knights of Labor for co-operation, 

The committee on the state of the order 
made a full report and submitted the following 
resoiutions: 

Whereas, The American Federation of Labor, 
which assembled in Si, Louis, Mo., December 1L to 
15, 1488, approved of the recommendation of the 
president of the feteration, Samuel Gompers, that a 
*day be set apart at this convention, not later than 
1890, when the working people of the entire country 
shall be called upon to simultaneously demand the 
enforcement of eight hours as a day’s work,” and 
also fixed upon the Ist of May next for the inaugu- 
Fation of the eight-hour work-day; and, 

Whereas, Mr. Gompers, in a communication to 
the aonvention of the International Typographical 
union atits recent session in Denver, Col., did assert 
that “in the present condition of organized labor 
no movement looking toa general strike upon so 
early a date would receive his countenance or sup- 
pori;’’ and, 

Whereas, No pian has been submitted to the gen- 
eral assembly by Mr. Gompersa in accordance witb 
the understanding arrived at the meeting in 
Phiiadelphia on October 14th; therefore, 

Resolved, That we ¢oinsiade with the last ex- 

ressed views of the president of the American 

ederation of Labor, expressing as they do the 
sentiments of that organization that no “general 
strike’ should be inaugurated upon May 1, 1890, 
and that the movement should be confined to such 
trades as ‘are in condition’ to put the plan in ope- 
Fation on May 1, 1890. 

Resolved, That we call upon the president of the 
American Federation of Labor to cadinate the trade 
or trades organized within the folds ofthat society 
which is or are prepared to successfully inaugurate 
the eight-hour movement on May 1, 1890, confident 
that the Knights of Labor will lend their moral 
Poe ton to the movement in favor of such trade or

THE MACON BUDGET. 


A Case in Which 120 Bales of Cotton are at 
Stake. 


Macon, Ga., November 19.— [Special.]—The 
superior court is engaged today on the cases of Har- 


deman & Anchors, and John L, Hardeman, of Jones - 


county va. English & Huguenin, warehousemen, of 
Macon, The facts briefly are these: Plaintiffs sent 
120 balesof eotton to English & Huguenia’s ware- 
house. The warehouse and allthe cotten therein 
was destroyed by fire six or sevell years ago. 
English & Huguenin carried $50.000 of insurance, 
and paid out $58,000 on account of the losses, or 
$8,000 more than they had insurance. English & 
Huguepin had advanced plaintiffs about $190,000 on 
their cotton when the fre occurred, English & 
Huguenin did not have plaintiffs’ cotton insured 
beyond the amount advanced on it, Piain- 
tiffs now sue for the full value 
of the cotton, kss the advances, They do not 
claim they insiructed:the defendants to insure the 
entire cotton, but essert that as careful warehouse- 
men they sbould have insured itand charged the 
insurance tothem. English & Huguenin never in- 
sured except when instructed. 

English & Huguenin gained the case at a former 
trial, but the supteme court granted a new trial.

It is estimited that 
Macon pays out eight thousand dollars daily in rail- 
road freights. The rates can be materially lessened 
by navigation and the Commerce of Macon tene- 
fiited, strengthened and increased, Tie business 
people of Macon are a unitin fayor of na ization.

Ta accordance with the long established rule of 
the Agricultural society which has obtainel since 
the first ofa long seri: 8 of state fairs, the state fair of 
13°0 will begin on the fourth in October, which will 
be on the 22d of the month. The socicty 
docs not think it should be expected to depart from 
its time-honored usages, and it isnot Hable that it 
will do s0,as the country at large know that 
Georgia state fairs always begin on the fourth 
Wednesday. The society expects to have a grander 
and more brilliant fair in 1890 than hasbeen known 
in the annals of the organization. 

The committee of the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Firemen, who went to savannah to confer with 
General Manager Gabbett, of the Central, in regard 
to his signing a written contract with the firemen 
tor the ensuing year, have returned.

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A NEGRO WHIPPED 
BY HIS OWN RACE FOR INSULTING A 
WHITE LADY, 


Both the White and Colored People of the 
County Think He Deserved All He 
Got. 

Newnan, Ga., November 19.--[Special.}— 
One of the best and most salutary measures 
adopted for the suppression of assaults, or at- 
tempted assaults made upon white women by 
the negro race, occurred yesterday in the 
northern portion of this county. 

A negro man, married, and about twenty- 
eight years of age, met a lady upon the high- 
way driving in a buggy, and proposed to ride 
with her. She became frightened and drove 
rapidly home and reported the matterto her 
husband, who, with his shotgun, went in pur- 
suit of the would-be assaulting party, and fired 
two shots at him without effect. The older 
colored people in that section took the matter 
in hand and captured the darkey. They sent to 
the woods and eut several hickory limbs, and, 
after confessing his insult to the lady, informed 
him that they proposed to whip him until the 
husband of the lady was satisfied, and until 
they thought him sufficiently punished. One 
of the strongest negroes in the crowd, after 
they had made him take off his coat and vest, 
whipped him until the white man plead for 
them tostop. The negroes say that his offense 
deserved punishment in an effective way, and 
that his conduct, if it went unpunished, would 
set a bad example totheir boys, whom they 
were trying toraise to be decent and respect- 
able citizens. Both white and colored people 
think they did right. If the colored people 
will do more of this kind of work, and uphold 
society instead of screening violators of law 
and order, they will elevate themselves in the 
estimation of all good citizens.

Railway Earnings in the South. 

The New York Financial Chronicle an- 
mounces that the October exhibit of the 
gross earnings of railroads is one of the 
most noteworthy it has ever published. The 
increase has been growing steadily larger 
each month for several successive months; 
but in spite of this fact, which caused heavy 
gains to be jooked for, the Chronicle says 
the extent of improvement for October 
seems truly remarkable. On the roads in- 
cluded in the published statement, the earn- 
ingsin October of this year are more than 
five million dollars in excess of those for 
the same month last year. 3 

To find a monthly statement with an in- 
crease as large as this it would be necessary 
to go back to the period of great prosperity 
in 1880, and even in that year, according to 
the Chronicle’s figures, there was but one 
month where the amount closely approached 
the present figures. . That month was June, 
1880, with an increase of $4,915,378. There 
Was a much smaller mileage then than 
now; but the fact is worth mentioning that, 
through all the years the Chronicle has 
been compiling its railroad statements, the 
gain has never reached the five million 
point until now. 

According to the figures in the Chronicle, 
the southern roads excel all] others in the 
favorable character of their exhibits. Out 
of forty-two roads in this section only two 
very minor lines report a loss. The Chron- 
icle says the larger cotton’ movement has 
helped in part to bring about this result. as 
has the fact that in October last year the 
yellow fever still had some slight influence 
in diminishing earnings. But the most 
important factor has been the wonderful in- 
dustrial development going on in the south, 
under which that section is becoming as 
distinguished for progress a& the west was a 
few years ago. | 

The nine principal systems east of the 
Mississippi have earned a million dollars 
more in October this year than last, while 
the gain as compared with 1885 is over two 
millions. In this interval some of the com- 
panies have doubled their earnings. There

‘well, we never do know when we are getting 
along well.’’’ 

The Americus Recorder has an interesting 
sketch of the notable negroes of that place, which, 
by the way, has more well-to‘do negroes than any 
place of its size in the world, Etbert Head leads 
the list. He wasaslave, and hismother was sold 
from him when five years old. He thus tells of his 


life: 

‘IT served William Coibert until August 8th, 1842, 
when he dted. The same fall I was carried to the 
courthouse in Forsyth, Ga., and was sold tothe 
highest biader. A man by the name of B. J. Head 
bought me, which was my desire. He and I got 
along pleasantly, without any difficulties; we both 
could trust each other. lattended to his business, 
and run his farm until 1851, when he allowed me to 
hire my time. I hired myself and wife from that 
time until June Ist, 1865, At that time we were all 
set free. 

“I came to Americus on January 22d, 1854, after 
living iu several other places in Georgia, and have 
remained here ever since. I have seen the small 
village grow to be what itis now. As aslaye Iwas 
successful, being blessed with more privileges than 
the common run of slaves atthat time. I have 
built since freedom eighty-seven housesin Ameri- 
cus, and have sold one bundred and sixteen vacant 
jots to both white and colored people. I have had 
the honor of being elected five times to the national 
convention to help nominate the presidents.” 

Mat Hart is another of Americus’s prosper- 
ous negroes. He carries a stock of goods valued at 
$3,500, owns six houses and lots and has between 
$3,000 and 4,(00if the bank. He is thirty-three 
years old and has been in Amer.cus for twenty-two 
years, coming here from Schley county. He was 
born a slave and belonged to Henry Colton, of 
Savannah. He has the respect and friendship of 
every one in Americus, and in a few years will bea 
rich man. Jame; Russell is worth $10,000, and 
owns fitteen houses. Henry Jones can sign his 
name for $5,000, and C. H. Collins, Henry Ander- 
son and James Ellis are likewise in much better 
condition than the average negro, The Recorder 
says that all ofthe above heave the confidence of 
the white people and are recognized as good and 
industrious citizens.

NEW YORK STOCKS 


Stocks as Reported at the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

New Yorx, November 18.—The stock mar- 
ket wax again under theinfluence of tight money 
today and the result was less business with a gen- 
eral weakening, with material losses in many of the 
active stocks as the outcome of the day’s trading. 
Money was easier in the earlier portion of the day, 
but rates gradually hardened aud one-baif per 
cent was the maximum rate exacted during the 
day. Thatthis hardening of the money rate is 
caused by manipulation is the general opinion, as 
there seems to be no apparent reason why a scarcity 
should exist at present, and as the speculative de- 
mand has notincreased. The bears were almost 
throughout the day the most prominent sellers of 
stocks, though there was undoubtedly considerable 
liquidation, and many buyers of yesterday realized 
on their holdings today, there were saies by Isondon 
of Louisville and Nashville, Reading and Wabash, 
presumably because of the Brazilian troubles, but . 
the pressure was very evenly distributed over the 
list and the declines were very uniform. St. Paul, | 
Union Pacific, Reading, Lackawanna and Louis- 
ville and Nashville were the principal stocks 
in the usually actite list, but the movement was not 
sharp and was spread along through the day and 
no rally of importance breaking the monotony of 
the steady shading off of prices, which assumed 
large proportions as the day drew to aclose. Among 
trusts, cotton oil became very strong, though the 
only’ reason fur this was that the time for deposit- 
ing under the plan of reorganization expires tomor- 
row. The improvement extended to about two per 
cent but was lost later when special weakness was 
developed in sugar, which dropped sharply under 
free sales. The most violent flactuations were fur- 
nistied by Tennessee coal which lost all improve- 
ment of yesterday, dropping from 80 to 71% ai one 
drop. There was a recovery to 75, but this lett the 
stock materially lower than last evening. 

Everything is lower tonight, and Tennessee coal 
lost 4; Manitoba, 3'4: sugar, 244; Lackawanna, 15%; 
Jersey Central, 144: Burlington, 134; and Denver, 
Texas and Fort Worth and Louisville and Nashville 
Iy%each.

Says: With rece!pts of 74,000 bales, of which 64,700 
bales were American product, in Liverpool this 
morning, spots were freely offered and ruled a shade 
easier with sales of ouly 3,000. bales. Futures opened 
weak at 2-6id decline, partly on the heavy reeeipts 
and partly on estimates of the American crop Leing 
raised to 74, millions. No further declines were 
reached, however, the market closing steady. In-~ 
asmuch as our market closed firm at the advance 
yesterday it was anticipated that Liverpoo! would 
respond with some advance ‘in syinpathy, so the 
crowd was not prepared for above unfavorab'e ad- 
vices, and when our market opened the first prices 
showed a loss of 5@7 points from last night's prices, 
The principal sellers were the foreigners and weak 
local longs, After the call all the options declined
